Shipping fever (he (hemorrhagic sep- 
licemia) is a serious cattle disease 
vecurring mainly in Fall and early 
wintey months, It is assoviated 
mainly with feeder cattle and the 
transportation of some but cattle do 
not need to be shipped to develop this 
disease. 

Shipping fever is caused primarily 
by predisposing factors which lower 
the animal's resistance. These fac- 
tors are rough handling in round-up 
and shipping, wet yards and corrals, 
lack of bedding, change or lack otf 
feed, overcrowding and sudden wea- 
ther changes snow, rain an coldness, 
In general the change from pasture 
with cows to corrals accompanied by 
weather changes is a shock to feeders 
and naturally lowers their resistance 
leaving them quite susceptible to in- 
fection, 

Symtoms of the disease are sud- 
den lasting 2 - 8 days first signs are 
high temparture, loss of appetite, 
shivering, discharge at nose, stiff- 
ness and sometimes diarrhoea. The 
animal develops a gaunt appearance 
accompanied with distressed breath- 
ing often in few days pneumonia and 
death, The disease may assume a 
chronic course and animals linger 
on, Or in mild cases may recover in 
ten to fourteen days. 

Control and prevention is impor- 
tant if heavy losses are to be avoided, 
the key to reducing loss is careful 
wel] planned management in hand- 
ling feeder cattle on the farm or 
during shipping, eliminate or lessen 
all predisposing factors as far as 
possible. 

Bacterins and anti-serums can be 
used and wil] give a lot of protection, 
bacterins are injected about 14 days 
before shipment causing the animal 
to build up a resistance, anti-serum 
gives immediate increase in resist- 
ance but this only last for two or 
three weeks. 

Infected animals can be treated 
with sulfa drugs and various anti-| 
biotics, should any outbreak occur 
cul) in an experienced veterinarian.

The Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind is putting the finish- 
ing touches to a new service that 
wilt mean the difference between 
long hours of hopelessness and the 
propect of a brighter and more yse- 
ful life 10 blind farmers. More and 
more people are losing their sight 
each Diseases and accident, | 
in in expanding population, have | 
raised the national figure to more | 
than 21,000. Of this number up- 
wards of 1300 are farmers or persons | 
who formerly made a living at one 
or another of the many jobs concern- 
ved with Canada’s most important 
industry, farming. Designing its 
farm service department trom exist- 
ing schemes in England and the 
United States, the CNIB selected the 
best features of each, and adapted 
them to Canadian methods. Robert 
Cornell, a former CNIB employment 
Officer, and himself blind, took a 
month's training at the North Geor- 
gia ‘Trade and Vocational School, 
centyes across the country, Bob hopes 
to discover even more ways of help- 
ing blind farmers to take a more ac- 
tive part in the day-to-day business 
of farming. Using the valuable ex- 
perience gained before he lost his 
sight, the handicapped farmer will 
be shown how to apply the knowl- 
edge he already possesses to his pre- 
sent circumstances, It is hoped even- 
tually that no agricultural worker 
will have to leave his chosen work 
because of blindness, Training and 
confidence in tre ow ability to suc- 
ceed will mea to most visually handi- 
cupped farmers in the future, that 
& normal, happy and productive life 
muy be theirs in spite of blindness. 
Albertans can support this important 
service to the blind by contributiny 
to their Community Chests or to the 
independent drives which began in 
many centves last week.

Hero Worship, 
Racial Feelings, 
Cause Hockey Riot 


Montreal's destructive St. Patrick's 
night hockey riot. lasting five hours 
and doing $30,000 damage, was not 
masterminded by a particular group 
hut Was an example of mob hysteria 
“rowing out of intense idol worship, 
strong racial feeling and public hos- 
ulity fed by the attitude of civic of- 
iiclals, the press and radio. 

Sydney Katz made this disclosure 
itt Maclean's magazine, following a 
threesmonth investigation of the 
most destructive and frenzied riot 
in the history of Canadian sport. 

The outbreak occurred during 4 
game between the Montrea] Cana- 
diens and the Detroit Red Wings 
being played in the Montreal Forwn. 
It followed on the heels of the sus- 
pension, the day before, of Maurice 
‘The Rocket) Richard, star of the 
Canadiens and idol of French Cana- 
da, for the remainder of the season 
because of a fighting incident in an 
earlier game. ‘The suspension was 
| ordered by Clarence Campbell, presi- 
dent of the National Hockey League. 
Public Aroused 

“No sports decision ever hit the 
Montreal public with such impact,” 
suys the Maclean's writer. Radio 
station and newspaper switchboards 
were jammed with calls from angry 
funs, Threats were made on Camps 
bell’s life. 

“The extreme fringe of the Cana- 
dien nationalist element was partic- 
ularly bitter toward the English- 
peaking Campbell,” Katz reports. 
“hey have long regarded Richard 
#5 @ special champion of their race.” 

And he continues: “Perhaps an- 
cient nationalist feeling would not 
have been as important # factor in 
vausing the riot had people in posi- 
tions of authority urged acceptance 
of Campbell's decision in the inter- 
ests of law and order... On the 
contlary, many prominent people 
added fuel to the fire. Mayor Jean 
Drapeau issued a statement Ccastigat- 
ing Campbell. ‘It would not be nec- 
essary to give too many such deci- 
sions to kill hockey in Montreal,’ he 
said.” Montreal coach, Dick Irvin 
shouted, “Injustice!” And the Mon- 
treal press, Katz adds, reinforced 
the fan's feeling that Campbell had 
victimized them. 

Disregarded Advice 

Campbell's appearance in the For- 
um that night touched off pande- 
monium. Why did he attend? Ac- 
cording to the article, Campbell felt 
he had every right to be there, He 
is quoted as saying: “I felt that the 
police could protect me. I didn’t 
consult them and they didn’t advise 
mie not to attend.” But Mayor Dra- 
peau offers a different version, says 
Katz; “Campbell, he says, phoned 
the police during the afternoon to 
announce his attendance and ask for 
protection. A highly placed officer 
suggested that he stay away.” 

By 11 p.m. the crowd numbered at 
least 10,000 the article continues. “It 
was too bis for the police on hand to 
handle ... By the end of the riot 
there were two hundred and twenty- 
five men and officers and twenty- 
five radio and patro) cars on the 
scene, Another five hundred police- 
men were attending a meeting of 
their employees’ association about 
two miles away. They were never 
called, 

Later Chief Thomus Leggett explain- 
ed, ‘More police would have provoked 
the crowd,” 

The demonstrators swept through 
the downtown area, “In the fifteen 
blocks along St. Catherine Street, 
vast of the Forum, fifty stores were 
damaged and looted. 

Kaked Addresses 

The Maclean's writer “attempted 
u study of 20 of the convicted of- 
tenders, obtaining the names and 
uddresses from police records. The 
police claimed they had established 

the authenticity of ull the names 
und addresses by checking them 
{ with the Montreal directory. Using 
the same method,” says Katz, “I 
could only locate seven of the 20, 
The offenders had given the ad- 
dresses of Y's, hospitals and barber- 
shops; in other cases, the addresses 
uid not even exit.” 

From his investigations, the writer 
ceelares, some general conclusions 
are possible. “The majority of the 
otfenders were in their late teens or 
carly twenties. All but two were 
oman Catholic, They were pre- 
dominantly French-speaking. None 
of them had previous criminal re- 
cords, Most of them seemed to have 
been the victims of mob hysteria.”
